A decision, which will'be of muish in- 


terest to Bock/county'people,' is one re- 
garding the sale:of leaf tobaoco to the 
managers of a' state .periitentiary and 
has been made,by the cpmmissidners of 
internal revenue. The decision,-is -con- 
tained in a Tetter :tq Collector J.-C. Mon- 
ahan of theiSecond: Wisconsin district, 
.with headquart&rs:'at Madison. . It. is 
inade in response to a co-hmunication 
from vVarden 0, C. McClaughrey of 'the 
Wisconsin State prison, and it .is held 


;that under the law qualified dealers are 
•restrained from seliing'their ^product to 
a warden of a penitentiary, "a'nd the deci- 
sion says that it is required that dealers 
"shall confine their sales to two ; classes 
of persons: First, to other duly regis- 
tered dealers in leaf tobacco; second, to 
duly registered manufacturers of tobacco 
in packages for export." 


The warden of a penal institution no 


coming under these classifications is re 
Btrained from purchasing of a denier 
and consequently must buy his product 
from a farmer, which is not prohibitec 
by law. 


Treasury officials are of the opinion 


the decision will have the effect of abol- 
ishing the manufacture of tobacco in 
penal institutions, except for the con- 
sumption of the inmates. 


For some time past the tobacco trade 


has protested.1.against the manufacture 
of tobacco by. -convict labor, on the 
ground that it brought into competition 
.with honest labor,and deprives the trade 
of an important outlet for. their manu- 
factured goods.
